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Tu  B’Shevat,  Jewish  Arbor  Day,  Will  Be  Observed  on  Thursday,  February  3 


Tu  B'Sbevat,  the  New  Year  of  Trees, 
occurs  this  year  on  Thursday,  February 
3,  1977.  A  minor  holiday,  Tu  B'Sbevat, 
the  fifteenth  of  the  month  of  Sbevat,  is 
a  popular  holiday  associated  with  the 
planting  of  trees.  In  Israel  the  holiday 
marks  the  end  of  the  winter  season  and 
it  is  said  that  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 


Sbevat,  the  sap  begins  to  rise  in  the  fruit 
trees  of  the  Holy  Land.  It  is  therefore 
customary  on  that  day  to  partake  of  fruits 
which  grow  in  Israel  —  apples,  almonds, 
carobs,  figs,  pomegranates.  Each  fruit 
has  its  own  symbolic  meaning.  Since  nuts 
are  hard,  medium  and  soft,  they  sym¬ 
bolize  three  types  of  character.  The  al¬ 


mond,  it  is  said,  indicates  the  swiftness 
of  divine  retribution  as  in  Jeremiah;  the 
fig  is  the  symbol  of  peace  and  prosperity. 
The  humble  carob  is  the  mark  of  lowly 
fare  and  therefore  symbolizes  humility, 
the  essential  element  of  penitence. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the 
Friday  night  service,  February  11,  begin¬ 
ning  at  8:30  p.m.,  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
will  speak  on  the  subject:  "Ecology  in 
the  Jewish  Tradition’’  —  Thoughts  on 
Tu  B'Sbevat. 

Holiday  Customs 

Many  meaningful  customs  developed 
through  the  years  with  regard  to  plant¬ 
ing  trees  on  Tu  B’Sbevat  for  children 
born  during  the  year  —  a  cedar  for  a 
boy  so  that  he  would  grow  strong  and 
tall;  a  gentle  cypress  for  a  girl.  When 
children  married,  branches  of  their  trees 
were  often  used  for  their  buppah.  The 
Torah  is  referred  to  as  a  tree:  "It  is  a 
tree  of  life  to  those  who  hold  fast  to  it 
and  everyone  who  upholdeth  it  is  happy". 
This  passage  from  Proverbs  is  chanted 
when  the  Torah  is  returned  to  the  Ark. 
The  tree  weathers  all  storms  with  en¬ 
durance  and  tenacity  and  yet  retains  its 
inner  strength,  bursting  into  blossom  at 
the  first  sign  of  spring.  Endurance  in  ad¬ 
versity  is  its  message  to  man. 

In  our  day  trees  may  be  planted  in 
Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund 
— the  Keren  Kayemet. 

Observed  in  Religious  School 

Tu  B'Sbevat  is  observed  in  the  classes 
of  our  Religious  School  with  special  pro¬ 
grams  and  the  serving  of  traditional 
foods  of  the  holiday.  Ellen  Lieber  and 
Jane  Revasch  of  the  Parents  Association 
will  be  in  charge  of  preparing  and  serv¬ 
ing  the  food.

Many  years  ago,  the  synagogue  ac¬ 
quired  a  portion  of  the  cemetery  and 
since  then  has  developed  an  attractive 
section  which  is  reserved  for  synagogue 
members. 

The  cemetery  is  well  designed  and 
carefully  maintained.  Spacious  roads  per¬ 
mit  parking  near  every  family  plot  and 
make  each  grave  accessible.  There  are 
plots  of  four,  six,  eight,  twelve  and  single 
graves. 

It  is  wise  for  the  head  of  a  house¬ 
hold  to  arrange  for  a  final  resting  place 
just  as  he  plans  for  insurance  and  for 
other  family  needs.  His  concern  will 
bring  comfort  to  the  living  and  reverence 
for  those  who  have  passed  away. 

For  members  of  our  synagogue  who 
wish  to  provide  a  resting  place  for  their 
dear  ones  in  the  midst  of  surroundings 
of  dignity  and  beauty,  we  believe  that 
Sharon  Gardens  is  the  answer.
